It was a hazardous task that con­ 
fronted Oity Marshal Price Saturday 
night when he answered a riot call on 
North Jackson street, where twenty- 
our “ Hnnyaks” are domiciled.

tnre was found b y the officer upon his 
arrival at the scene of hostilities. 
When he entered the house, he found 
the soore ana foar of foreigners chat­ 
tering, jab b ering and wildly gesticu 
lating; everyb ody was talking and 
troub le was plainly written on their 
b rows. 
It took some time for the b lue 
coat to learn the nature of the troub le, 
and then it was only to find out that 
the crowd was after the scalps of one 
of the men and the only woman ab out 
the 
place, for they kept shouting, 
“ We k i l l “ 
“ We kill ” 
The men are employed here on the 
sewer oontract, and together with the 
man and woman who conducts the es­ 
tab lishment, twenty-sis live in the 
little 
b rick co tta g e, north o f Dan 
Kinney’s 
home 
There 
has 
lern 
troub le b rewing in the camp for some 
time. 
As near as can b e learned the 


Saturday night b rawl started 
when 
some of the workmen charged 
the 
parties, who have b een conducting the 
b oarding house, with having cheated 
them out of many dollars for b oard 
and lodging, as they have not b een 
ab le to 
count 
their 
money 
The 
charge was denied and a b attle royal 
followed. 
When Price walked in on thega, they 
were simply terrified and acted like 
mad. 
In one room he found the man 
who was attacked, together with his 
wife, crouched down b eside some rick­ 
ety old furniture, and in the most 
pitiab le tones, they b egged the officer 
to save them from b eing killed at the 
hands of the infuriated lab orers. 
The 
marshal tried to pacify them, threat 
en them, scold them and b loff them, 
b nt it fell on deafened 
ears; they 
would have none of his advice, and 
like hungry wolves they sneaked, crept 
and crouched'around the room, giving 
voice to a threat that meant death war 
rants to the two of their own race de­ 
spised. and in a half audib le tone kept 
repeating : “ W ekill’m—we kill’m, you 
b et.” 
There was nothing left for the offi 
cer to do b ut to remove the couple un 
der death sentence.

VETERINARY TURNS SLEUTH 


Says He Cao Round up Guilty 


Party With Assistance of 


the Druggists 


Saturday morning four fine milk 
cows on the Long farm east of Arling­ 
ton were found dead, and immediate­ 
ly the family suspicioned that they 
had b een poisoned. 
It is charged b y them ,that owing to 
a law suit over a farm of some eighty 
or ninety acres, which was filed in the 
Rush circuit court ab out two weeks 
ago, that the dastardly deed was com­ 
mitted b y some of the heirs interest 
ed. 
Dr. T. J Todd, veterinary of this 
city, was called and made a post mor­ 
tem ex amination on the animals. It 


did not take him long to learn that 
the 
cows had 
b een poisoned with 
strychnine. 
A large quantity of the 
poison was found b y the doctor in the 
watering 
trough 
where 
the cows 
drank. 
In addition to his analysis 
work. Dr. Todd volunteered his service 
a • » detective, and he says with the aid 
of the druggist who sold the poison, he 
will b e ab le to hand the guilty party 
over to the authorities. 
Dr. Todd says that soon after he ar­ 
rived on the scene and b efore he had 
made an 
ex amination, a party ap­ 
proached him saying; “ Too b ad, four 
nice cows like these would b e poison­ 
ed with strychnine.” This was b efore 
anyone was aware that such was the 
case. 
The veterinary says there wa* 
a 
Large quantity of the 
poison in the 
trough—more than the average drug­ 
gist keeps in stock—and for that rea­ 
son the identity of the guilty party 
could easily b e learned. 
One who is under 
suspicion was 
seen 
in 
tne 
neighb orhood Friday 
night. 
Dr. Todd has notified State Veterin­ 
ary Keating, of Lafayette, and that 
official will come here to assist on 
the case.
